There seems to have < 
been Very little trouble in the past, ( 
on the part of those who have voted c 
the straight ticket, but many have at- 1 
tempted to split their ticket and have i 
deposited a ballot which could not ue i 
counted. It is likewise a simple matter 
to vote a split ticket. If a Democrat r 
wishes to vote for some Republican on j: 
the list he will place a cross in the J, 
square over the Republican column, s 
then erase the name of the person for t 
whom lie does not wish to vote and o 
write in the name of the peVson for - 
whom he does wisli to vote. So keep a 
this instruction in mind and again *

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An expert on highways says that it 
costs about $1,000,000,000 annually p* 
haul the farm products of the United 
States, and that of this sum ?GOO,000,- 
000, or three-fifths, are wasted in the- 
energy expended in overcoming the 
resistance of bad roads. 

Put in another way:- Good roads 
would cost a great sum, but for had 
roads the people are actually paying 
an even higher price. The sweeping 
assertion is implied in this statement 
a that the roads arp bad everywhere. 
This is by no means the case, hut it 
may be truthfully said that there are 
few portions of public highways in ex¬ 
istence that could not be made consid¬ 
erably better, 

It does not seem that argument is 
required to convince land owners, who 
bear the main load of carrying on the 
work pf road building, that good roads 
are to be desired, That is admitted 
and they also accept the responsibili¬ 
ty of furnishing the most of the im¬ 
mense sums required for building 
roads in the future. All that has been 
effected and it may be said that the 
greatest difficulty has been removed 
in the education of the public to accept 
the claim that good-roads are a neces¬ 
sity. 

It is a fact that land owners and 
farmers generally the country over are 
well convinced that the agitation of re¬ 
cent months over the question of road' 
improvement has not come from them¬ 
selves but from manufacturers and 
owners of automobiles and bicycles. 
Their name is legion and their claims 
are founded in reason. 

Nevertheless attention should be- 
given to the fact that already immense 
sums are expended each year on the 
roads of the country and that possibly 
there is not enough to show for the 
millions that are so freely furnished 
by the taxpayers. 

The experience of our home district 
may be of some interest to other road 
workers, writes a Wayne c'ounty 
(Ind.) correspondent of the Prairie 
Farmer. This road district'is in the 
western part of Wayne county, Ind. It 
is a populous county and a great deal 
of heavy hauling is done on the roads 
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circulate which makes it. The air must 
be confined so that it cannot circulate, 
and where the space is filled with shav¬ 
ings or other suitable material there 
is no circulation of air, and we have 
the best form of insulation that is 
known to-day. There is no other ma¬ 
terial as far as I know that gives as 
good a result, considering the cost, as 
shavings. Of course, .shavings are not 
fireproof. There are materials that 
will not burn rapidly. 

Objection has been made that shav¬ 
ings encourage mice and rats; hut if 
the sheeting isp ut on as it should be, 
without any openings left, there is not 
much danger of the mice getting into 
the shavings. The sheeting should be 
put on very tight without any openings 
whatever, and mice will not gnaw a 
hole through an inch board.

Life is too short and time too preci¬ 
ous to fool with cows that have any 
especially undesirable traits. 

Milk with the largest globules con¬ 
tains the most butter, but the smaller 
glooules are more suitable for cheese 
making. 

Cows will not make good butter 
when running on short, Weedy pas¬ 
tures during the heat of summer. Be 
prepared to avoid this. 

The total which in milk are largely 
dependent on the quality of the food 
given, while the ratio of the ingredi¬ 
ents depends on -the breed, 

No One knows exactly what a cer¬ 
tain cow will do until she is tested, 
Even cows which give a large quan¬ 
tity of yellow milk are not always the 
best cows. 

The better care and feed given the 
cows, together with the introduction 
of new and improved machinery and 
methods, has greatly raised the av¬ 
erage quality of butter in all parts of 
the country.

at all times of the year, except In the- 
.winter thaws when heavy loads are 
forbidden by law. 

From the very beginning the t care 
and supervision of the roads of*this 
district had been, under men who lived 
in the country neighborhoods. That 
is to say, no one except a farmer had 
ever had control of the road work. 

The roads were not in good condi¬ 
tion, notwithstanding there was gravel 
in abundance to be had at a small 
price per load. It was not an unusual 
thing for loads to stall at times when 
there was no real occasion for the 
roads to be in an impassable condi¬ 
tion. 

Mud holes and ruts were the rule, 
and where gravel was placed on the 
roads it was in bunches, unevenly 
spread. Stones were lying in the road¬ 
way and after a rain there was a ditch 
in the middle of the road worn by the 
feet of horses hitched to single rigs. 

There was no complaint made es¬ 
pecially. Everybody seemed to think 
the roads were as good as the money 
would pay for, and so the condition 
went on from year to year with but 
little improvement and no plans for a 
change. 

Three years ago, however, the work 
of superintending the roadd in this dis¬ 
trict was voted to Dr. N, F, Canaday, a 
practicing physician. Dr, Canaday had 
been driving over these roads for 30 
years, day and night and in all seasons 
of the year. He was frequently stuck 
in the mud and not always was able, 
to return without broken harness and 
damaged vehicles. Dr. Canaday had 
purchased an automobile a few months 
before his appointment as superin¬ 
tendent and with it traveled over the 
roads for many miies in every direc¬ 
tion, He bad bis ideas about road 
building arid started to put them in, 
force at once, 

Under bis supervision the roads soon 
assumed another appearance, He- 
eliminated the middle ditch, he caused 
drains pr open ditches to be kept open 
at both sides of the road, he graded 
every foot of the roads over again, he 
had gravel placed on every mile of 
road tinder his charge, every load of 
gravel was screened at the pits and 
stones already on the roads were col¬ 
lected into heaps and hauled off. 

At frequent 1 intervals a man was 
sent over the road with a Wagon loaded' 
With gravel. Depressions that might 
’wear Into holes Were looked for and 
filled Up and tamped down, Wherever 
a spot appeared to be Wearing It Was 
given instant attention. All Ibis- 
work was done with the usual amount 
of money devoted to the roads of the 
district.
